On the basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Commis=

sion finds that ELLEN SKOLNICK comes within the terms Of the Haskew decision.;

that she was an American national at the requisite times.; that she has been the

beneficial owner of i00 shares of stock in the CiaolAzucarera Vertientes=

Camaguey de Cuba since prior to August 6, 1960; and. that she suffered a loss

in the amount of $4,639°46 within the meaning of Title V ofthe ACto Further,

the ~Commission finds that .the amount of loss sustained shall be increased by



interest thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from August 6, 1960, the date of

loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof°
